Based on the Infinite 
Richness of Reality

HILIP EVERGOOD js a painter of whom we can be very proud, 
He is a social artist of intellectual power, emotional depth and 
poetic sensitivity. In a retrospective exhibition at the ACA Gallery, 
covering 20 years of fruitful activity, he emerges as an artist of the 
first rank who gets better as he gets older. 
Evergood creates out of the wealth of human experience. And each 


) of his pictures is like a new experience, a fact which some people seem 


to find confusing. He is a hard man to pin down within a strict formal 


classification. He sees things so freshly and expresses himself with 
such directness and sincerity that everything he dogs, even when he is 
not entirely successful, is a human revelation. _ 


He is not an artist easy to understand, and many of his pictures 
need explanation. Seen from a larger historical perspective, Evergood 
is an Expressionist. Expressionism is a current within contemporary 
art which goes back to Van Gogh, It is neither a simple representa- 
tion of visual experience nor the formal architecture of abstract shapes 
and colors. Basic to Expressionism is the expression of emotion. The 
Expressionist is moved by some aspect of reality which he attempts to 
impart to the beholder, not through a recreation of reality, which is 
the cause of the emotion, but through the recreation of the emotion 
itself. ‘This is, of course, only a bald and generalized definition within 
which great leeway in style is possible. K&ndinsky, for instance, at- 
tempted to reproduce emotion in abstract terms, sé that the final 
artistic creation has no apparent relation to-reality. Van Gogh, at the 
other end of the scale, retains always the visual reality which he imbues 
through artistic distortion with his own turbulent and ecstatic emo- 
tional reaction. 

Evergood also retains the original reality, altered to express more 
fully his own conception of its significance. But whereas Van Gogh 
expressed certain simple emotions evoked by reality, Evergood expresses 
more complex emotions and ideas growing out of human relationships.

emotional symbols. And this is the point at which his art becomes 


difficult. Symbols which are absolutely clear to him and distortions 
which are absolutely necessary as far as he is concerned are not abso- 
lutely understandable to the audience. The beholder has not gone 
through the emotional experience with the artist and all he has with 
which to recreate its significance is the isolated final work of art. 
Therefore, we may be moved unconsciously by its emotional im- 
pact in terms of color and form, but bewildered by a meaning which 
is often not clear or a formal distortion which appears unmotivated. 
The result is a powerful social art which unfortunately sometimes falls 
short of its ultimate objective of communication. This is a dilemma 
whose solution is not simple. The richness of Evergood’s art resides 
in the intensely personal way in which he views the world, It is 
through his genius that he enriches our experience. And it is a genius 
we do not wish to restrict. The audience must make an effort to 
understand his meanings. On his part, Evergood should supply the 
audience with more specific clues, perhaps in the form of a written 


FNOT ALL Rvergood's work is esoteric. “Much of it is clear, forceful 

and very moving. Often we may miss secondary meanings, but 
the central theme is so powerful that we are able to accept the whole. 
Evergood’s art is not only rich in the material of contemporary life; 
it is rich artistically as well. He has a tremendous range, from the 
stark pathos of Comradeship to the tender lyricism of Seeking a Future, 
from the explosive bitterness of Quarantined Citadel to the surging 
optimism of Men and Mountain. 

Just as each of his works is 4 new intellectual and emotional 


upon his visions of hope and slashes with crude anger at evidences of 
injustice. He becomes painstakingly realistic or broadly expressive as 
conditions demand. His sole objéct is always to express himself as 
completely as possible in artistic terms.
